THE DETERMINED MINORITY. 



There is eomelliing melancholy in fallen 
greatness — in the sight of a dethroned kiog. 
Charles I, rascal as ho was, drew down 
aympaihy Ironi those who weto to be his ex- 
ecutioners. We dare say the blind Satnson 
met with pily from even some of the JPhiU- 
tinea ; and we know thut Napoleon, on St. 
Helena, was ihe recipient of ulmrat a world's 
commiseration. When wo look upon the 
fall of "the Company "— ih:\t great power — 
that Brobdijjnag of aggrandisement, that pyr 
amid of avarice, that colossus of anything 
the mind of injured colonists may choose to 
call it— we nre, like Addison, struck with the 
insignificance ol worldly things. When we 
view it prostrate before us, like a second Go- 
liath, " overy emotion of envy dies within 
us," and we only wonder how we oould have 
been so long held under its baneful yoke. 
When wa see Drs. Helmcken uud Tolmie, 
who whilom wore the calm and placid air ol 
conscious power, now the excited victims ol 
defeat — when wc seo tln?.-o men who ruled 
the colony, now the mortified members of a 
miserable minority ; is there any miracle that 
may not yet be witnessed? It is in vain 
these gentlemen jump from Cicero to 
Demosthenes ; their auditors aro unim- 
pressible. Jn vain does Tolmie cull 
from classic lore and Caledonian song— in 
vain does Helmcken spread ioveclivo upon 
joke, and sarcasm on audacilv — the members 
are ns "stones or worse than senseless things." 
Tho birds are in n cage and they are merely 
flapping their nervous wings against the iron 
bars. They fly and (hitter, but it is only to 
drop exhausted. Reply lo my arguments ! 
cries ihe member for the District. Where 
are your fasts ! shouts the unusually excited 
Speaker'! Alas, overwhelming power con- 
descends not to argue, or even fight. A regi 
merit does not chouse to break a lance with 
an enlhusiastic knight, but quietly makes 
him prisoner. The Company tire eloquent — 
tbo Company are pugnacious — but like the 
unfortunate Danes, they are driven from 
their Dannewerke by sheer force of numbers 
—they are pushed back bit by bit by the 
might of a crushing majority, Until at length 
they are left in possession of nothing worth 
fighting for. 

The principal section ol the resolutions re- 
questing His Excellency to appoint u Com- 
mission, was acceded to yesterday, so that the 
passage of the resolutions in their entirety 
may be looked upon as a fait accompli. We 
mast say the country has reason to rejoice at 
the laet. If wo hare not had long speeches 
from the majority, it is not because the argn 
ments of Messrs. Tolrnio aud Helmcken were 
unanswerable : but because there was a dread 
that the debate might become interminable, 
and the success of the cause seriously uffeo- 
ted. The Hudson liay Company members 
made the best of their case. I'hey shifted 
their ground when they found it untenable 
and tried a new footing. The gist of Dr 
Helmcken's speech on Thursday, was that 
tho largo sum of a million dollars was un- 
fairly put before the eyes of the British Gov 
ernment to tempt their cupidity, and the 
gentleman seemed raiher afraid of the re- 
sult. In his remarks yesterday, there was no 
danger in any money temptation being placed 
before Her Mujesty : s Government, who could 
only be affected by principles of right and 
justice. At one moment theso gentlemen 
scout the idea of any success attending ihe 
efforts against the Company— that the In- 
denture is final and cannot be sot aside : al 
another tliey go into the minutiae of liguie- 
to prevent, if possible, too giuring state- 
ments — whether mistakes or not— appearing 
before Her .Majesty's Government, in an) 
case they show a marked inconsistency in 
manner and argument ; fur surely Ihe ex- 
pense to the colony in forwarding tne matter 
ultimately to Downing street is not an ade- 
quate causa for t'jeir persistent and even 
querulous oppositijn to the resolutions. 

It would be worse than useless going over 
the ground again on this question. Xo 
newspaper urtiele, nor speech in t lie Assem- 
bly can affect this matter now. A Commis- 
sion will doubtless be held, and the resnlt 
placed in tho hands of the Imperial authori- 
ties. There is no terror ol litigation — no 
gigantic law-suit that is going to swamp the 
colony. If Her Majesty's Government are 
induced to revoke the Indenture, ihe Com- 
pany will show thai they are sufficiently 
afflicted with natural feelings as to be 
unwilling, like other portions of the 
human family, to " throw good money alter 
bad." They have exhibited no more reck- 
lessness in getting intu hue suits than oilier 
people, nor will they be apt to oppose the 
Home Government in tho ''higher tribunals " 
if the indenture is set aside The litigious 
bugbear that is held by Messrs. Foster, 
Helmcken and Tolmie in terrorem over the 
heads of the people is merely the ellect of 
heated imaginations. If there aro to bo law- 
suits over Crown Lands tho Crown will carry 
them on; when the lands aro given over to 
the poople it will be time enough to talk of 
our legal expenses. In the meantime, Pr*. 
Tolmie and Helmcken need not be alarmed 
at the results of a Commission. It is not 
guing to bo highway robbery, garotting, or 
anything of that sort. There is no deter- 
mination to make out fraud where it does not 
exist | nor to insult tho tender sensibilities of 
a publio company, whoso rule of Vancouver 
Islnnd has almost outlived its reputation.

THE BKCENT MASSACRE BY 
Indians of Mr. Waddington'a working par- 
ties on tho Bute Inlet Trail is, of courso, fresh in 
tbo minds of this community, but it may not be 
generally known that its result, besides the sad 
destruction of human lit'*, involves an almost 
ruinous pecuniary loss to Mr. Waddington, in the 
pillage of his stores, ,tc, as well as tho stoppage 
of tho work un the trail, which at tho lime of the 
mcl.mehcly event had so nearly approached com- 
pletion, that but for the unlookcd lor interruption 
the trail would, in all probability, bv this time 
have been opened as far as Benshee Lake on tho 
Bentinck Ann trail to Alexandria, and would hare 
been realizing at least a small return on the large 
capital expended upon it.
